Today  more  than  ever  are  we  as  a  club 
dedicated  to  encouraging  amateur  sport 
as  those  sporting  sections  which  flourish 
within  Tattersall’s  testify. 

I  think  this  is  something  of  which  we 
can  all  feel  proud  indeed  and  which  we 
should  all  be  happy  to  carry  into  the 
future.

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Man  of  the  Month 


NORMAN 

CLARK 


From  carpenter's  apprentice  to  director  of  the 
biggest  civic  rebuilding  project  in  the  history  of  Australia 
— that's  the  biography  of  club  member  Norman  W. 
Clark  in  16  words. 

Burly,  cigar-smoking  Norman  Clark  would  approve 
of  such  brevity. 

For  as  fellow  members  know,  he  is  a  well-liked 
and  modest  man  who  is  not  in  love  with  the  sound  of 
his  own  voice. 

And  yet,  although  he  is  still  only  49  years  of  age, 
he  has  achieved  one  of  the  great  personal  successes  in 

the  Australian  building  industry. 

Norman  is  chairman  and  managing  director  of 
James  Wallace  Holdings  Pty.  Ltd.,  the  parent  body  of 
the  giant  firm  of  Sydney  builders  which  has  won  the 
State  Government’s  competition  for  the  rebuilding  of 
the  historic  Rocks  area  on  the  western  slopes  of  Sydney 
Cove. 

The  building  firm  (James  Wallace  Pty.  Ltd.,  a  public 
company  for  only  three  years)  will  spend  £30  million  on  The 
Rocks  project.  This  work  will  dominate  Norman's  life  for  the 
10  years  it  will  take  to  complete. 

But  when  the  project  is  finished,  it  will  have  transformed 
Sydney’s  front  door  and  joined  with  the  Bridge,  the  Opera  House 
and  the  new  down-town  skyscrapers  in  giving  the  city  one  of 
the  world’s  most  breathtaking  entrances. 

Wallace's  was  announced  as  the  winner  of  the  competition 
to  rebuild  The  Rocks  by  the  Premier,  Mr.  Heffron,  last  month 
(March).  The  news  came  as  a  shock  to  much  of  Sydney's 
business  world  because  there  had  been  a  report  two  months 
earlier  that  the  Hooker  Investment  Corporation  had  won  the 
contract. 

Wallace’s  won  one  of  the  most  exciting  big-money  com¬ 
petitions  ever  held  in  Australia  from  three  other  major  groups — 
Hooker’s,  Lend  Lease,  and  Hawker  Siddeley  (Australia). 

The  government's  committee  of  architectural  and  town 
planning  experts  chose  the  Hooker  plan  as  Number  1  but 


Cabinet  decided  on  James  Wallace  as  the  winner  because  it  was 
the  only  tenderer  to  undertake  to  carry  out  all  the  obligations 
laid  down  in  the  prospectus. 

Any  member  interested  in  town  planning  who  has  not  yet 
called  at  the  Philips  Electrical  Industries  showroom  at  69 
Clarence  St.,  where  wonderful  models  of  all  the  competing  Rocks 
schemes  are  on  show,  should  make  time  to  get  along  before  the 
display  ends. 

Architects  for  the  Wallace  plan  were  Edwards,  Madigan 
and  Torzillo  of  Castlereagh  Street  who  have  included  four  large 
commercial  buildings,  a  100  bedroom  hotel,  13  residential  build¬ 
ings,  a  five  storey  parking  station  and  a  shopping  centre  in  the 
re-development. 

When  you're  looking  at  the  model  of  the  scheme,  please 
remember  that  the  little  buildings  shown  are  merely  roughs; 
detailed  planning  of  the  exteriors  of  the  buildings  has  hardly 
been  started  yet. 

Norman  Clark  can't  show  you  around  personally  just  at  the 
moment  for  he  is  on  a  six  weeks’  tour  of  Hong  Kong  and 
Japan  gathering  ideas  for  the  tremendous  job  of  turning  the 
Rocks  plan  into  fully-detailed  reality. 

Norman  and  Mrs.  Clark  are  travelling  with  Geoff  Eastment, 
a  committee  member  of  this  club,  and  a  director  of  the  firm  of 
F.  T.  Eastment  and  Son  Pty.  Ltd.,  a  company  with  which,  as 
we  will  hear  later,  Norman  has  much  sentimental  affiliation. 

He  left  aboard  the  Tjiluwah  on  April  17.  As  well  as  having 
a  holiday,  Norman  plans  to  hold  some  long  discussions  in  Tokyo 
with  Edward  Freeman,  one  of  the  architects  who  are  designing 
the  stadia  and  housing  for  the  1964  Olympic  Games  in  Japan. 

Japan  is  one  of  the  few  countries  to  interest  a  big-scale 
builder  which  Norman  has  not  so  far  visited.  Before  he  left 
Australia  he  said: 

“Japan  warrants  attention  because  their  hotels,  for  example, 
are  a  little  better  than  ours — probably  better  even  than  American 
hotels. 

“The  machinery  they  put  into  buildings — lifts  and  air 
conditioning — is  way  out  in  front,  too.” 
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When  Norman  was  an  apprentice  he  probably  never  im¬ 
agined  even  in  his  most  ambitious  moments  that  he  would  one 
day  be  touring  Japan  seeking  ideas  for  one  of  the  world’s  most 
interesting  town-planning  projects,  to  be  carried  out  under  his 
own  control. 

In  fact  Norman  has  been  quoted  as  saying;  “I  never  had  any 
idea  of  being  a  boss  when  I  started.  I  just  did  the  job  that  was 
to  be  done.” 

Norman  is  a  very  solidly  built  man's  man  with  fair  hair 
that’s  beginning  to  show  the  cares  of  business  in  the  front. 

When  he  gets  the  time,  Norman  is  a  sporting  all  rounder. 
He  plays  low  handicap  golf  (mainly  at  Pymble  and  Roseville), 
goes  fishing,  likes  bowls,  and  used  to  play  a  lot  of  tennis. 

He  lives  in  Roseville  now  but  he  was  formerly  a  keen 
member  of  the  Bondi  Surf  Club. 

As  a  young  carpenter  in  Sydney,  he  worked  on  a  lot  of 
office  buildings  and  soon  became  general  foreman  with  the 
building  firm  of  F.  T.  Eastment  and  Sons. 

But  daring  plans  were  quietly  being  hatched  in  the  quiet 
offices  of  an  old  and  not  large  Sydney  company  called  James 
Wallace  Pty.  Ltd.  which  had  been  founded  by  a  Scot  in  1872. 

Wallace’s  most  profitable  line  of  business  had  been  the 
owning  and  operating  of  tug  boats.  As  late  as  1944,  the  firm 
was  still  essentially  tug  owners,  having  three  boats,  and  offices 
at  one  end  of  the  ancient  stone  building,  probably  convict  built, 
which  you  may  have  noticed  on  the  corner  of  King  and  Sussex 
Streets. 

But  Wallace’s  could  foresee  that  a  building  boom  was  to 
follow  the  clamped-down  war  years  and  Wallace’s  wanted  to 
transform  itself  into  a  building  firm. 

So  it  looked  around  for  a  young,  energetic  building  expert 
to  join  it  and  effect  the  transformation.  And  it  offered  the  job 
to  Norman  Clark. 

Norman  therefore  left  Eastment's  to  join  Wallace’s  in  1944. 
Guided  by  Norman,  Wallace’s  began  tendering  for  building 
jobs.  Its  first  contract  was  for  some  work  at  a  candy  factory  in 
Balmain.  Sum  involved:  £2,000.  Work  force:  10  men. 

The  tugs,  incidentally,  were  sold  to  Waratah  Tug  and 
Salvage. 

Today,  quite  apart  from  The  Rocks  £30  million  worth, 
Wallace’s  is  engaged  upon,  or  is  just  completing,  building  con¬ 
tracts  worth  about  £15  million. 

Under  Norman  Clark,  Wallace's  had  a  pyrotechnic  rise  to 
the  big  time  in  Sydney  building,  despite  fierce  competition  from 
the  giants  in  the  field.  These  days  James  Wallace  is  itself  among 
the  giants. 

You  never  have  to  drive  too  far  to  see  the  name  Wallace 
listed  on  the  board  outside  some  stylish  new  office  block  or 
factory. 

Wallace  jobs  have  included  the  University  of  N.S.W's 
Science  Block,  the  Sydney  University’s  School  of  Chemistry,  the 
Royal  Exchange  Assurance  Building  (one  of  the  pioneers  of  the 
lift-slab  method),  Waverley  Brewery,  parts  of  Pyrmont  and 
Bunnerong  power  stations,  the  ANZ  Bank  on  the  Pitt  and 
Hunter  Streets  corner. 

The  Wallace  empire  these  days  is  a  series  of  interlocking 
enterprises  which  include  both  a  steelworks  and  a  joinery  works, 
but  the  central  administrative  offices  of  the  firm  are  still  in  the 
old  stone  building  in  Sussex  Street. 

Air  conditioning  units  poke  incongruously  out  the  upper 
windows  and  the  building  will  not  house  Wallace's  indefinitely, 
for  the  company  is  thinking  of  moving  itself  to  the  sixth  floor 
of  the  building  it  is  putting  up  for  Colman  Pty.  Ltd.  on  the 
corner  of  Berry  and  Walker  Streets,  North  Sydney. 

But  you  can  be  sure  that  the  family  atmosphere  of  James 
Wallace  will  remain. 

A  grandson  of  the  founder  (Mr.  A.  C.  Wallace)  is  the 
Secretary  and  Treasurer  of  Wallace  Holdings.  He,  Mr.  A.  G.  O. 
Chapman  (the  accountancy  chief)  and  Mr.  Clark  are  the  three 
directors  who  run  the  firm. 

Wallace’s  has  many  long  service  employees.  Miss  Vera 
Gralton  in  the  pay  office  remembers  the  days  when  the  whole 
firm  consisted  of  two  sons  of  the  founder,  one  male  employee 
and  one  stenographer — herself. 

Norman  Clark  is  personally  continuing  the  “family  in  the 
firm”  idea  because  his  son  Brian,  23,  is  a  member  of  the  office 
staff. 

His  daughter  Jill,  19,  has  been  working  there  also,  at 
least  temporarily,  as  a  typist  and  a  switchboard  operator. 


But  it’s  very  interesting  to  see  that  Norman  Clark  who  got 
his  own  big  chance  (when  he  came  to  Wallace’s)  at  the  age  of 
30,  makes  sure  that  young  men  get  a  chance  with  Wallace’s 
while  they  are  still  YOUNG. 

For  example:  Wallace’s  have  a  resident  foreman  on  each 
of  their  jobs  and  there  is  a  company  executive  (called  a  super¬ 
visor)  in  charge  of  a  group  of  these  job  foremen. 

At  the  moment  Wallace’s  have  nine  of  these  supervisors. 
They  are  all  men  of  the  greatest  practical  knowledge  of  the 
building  trade. 

And  many  of  these  supervisors,  who  are  responsible  for 
the  spending  of  millions  of  pounds  in  materials  and  labour, 
are  in  their  thirties  or  forties. 

One  is  26. 

Another  (aged  33)  is,  under  Norman  Clark,  in  charge  of 
building  jobs  worth  just  on  £5  million. 

This  supervisor  is  Doug  Wilson,  who  tells  a  good  story 
about  his  early  meetings  with  Norman. 

Doug  started  in  life  as  Norman  Clark  did — as  an  apprentice 
carpenter.  Doug  went  along  to  Wallace’s  to  ask  for  a  job  and 
found  that  Norman  had  just  arrived  from  Eastment’s. 

But  the  Wallace  company  still  had  the  tug  boats  and  as 
Doug  Wilson  relates:  “Mr.  Clark  said  to  me:  ‘Well,  where  do 
you  want  to  start?  You  can  have  your  pick  here — afloat  or 
ashore.’ 

“I  chose  to  stay  on  dry  land,”  says  Doug  Wilson.  “I  often 
wonder  how  my  life  would  have  turned  out  if  I’d  chosen  to 
go  afloat.” 

Wallace's  are  going  to  need  all  the  energy  of  youth  and  the 
wisdom  of  age  before  they  finish  The  Rocks  project,  the  mag¬ 
nitude  of  which  is  not  easily  grasped. 

But  think  of  it  this  way:  in  the  19  acre  area  between  the 
southern  approach  to  the  Harbour  Bridge  and  water  of  Sydney 
Cove,  the  only  buildings  to  remain  will  be  the  Maritime  Services 
Board  offices,  the  Overseas  Terminal  (wharf  and  wharf  build¬ 
ings)  and  perhaps  the  Water  Police  Station. 

Historic  Cadman’s  Cottage  will  probably  be  pulled  down 
but  re-erected  stone  by  stone  as  a  museum  somewhere  within 
the  re-development  area. 

In  this  area  there  will  be  an  office  building  40  storeys  high 
as  well  as  three  smaller  (but  not  small)  ones.  The  residential 
buildings  will  cover  more  than  a  million  square  feet  and  will 
house  3,000  families  in  two  and  three  bedroomed  flats. 

It  is  believed  that  the  State  Government  chose  the  Wallace 
tender  because  the  company  was  more  willing  than  other  ten¬ 
derers  to  involve  itself  financially  in  the  cost  of  the  project. 

The  Minister  for  Local  Government,  Mr.  P.  D.  Hills,  said 
last  month  that  in  the  end  it  would  probably  cost  James  Wallace 
between  £2  and  £2£  million  to  get  the  Crown  land  in  The  Rocks 
re-development  area  ready  for  the  actual  re-building. 

Wallace  would  have  to  pay  the  Government  £1,500,000  to 
buy  the  Crown  land  at  The  Rocks,  in  stages.  Then  the  company 
must  pay  compensation  to  businesses  which  have  to  leave  The 
Rocks,  buy  out  the  balance  of  existing  leases  and  pay  for  the 
demolition  of  the  buildings. 

Mr.  Hills  (who  was  answering  a  question  in  the  Legislative 
Assembly)  also  said  that  the  Wallace  plan  was  the  only  one 
which  conformed  with  the  Government's  requirement  that  the 
contract  winner  should  guarantee  to  find  alternative  accommo¬ 
dation  for  displaced  tenants,  and  purchase  the  privately  owned 
land,  which  forms  a  small  pocket  in  the  re-development  area. 

But  the  actual  contract  document  between  the  Government 
and  Wallace’s  has  not  yet  been  drawn  up  and  the  final  terms 
have  not  yet  been  agreed  upon  so  Norman  is  obviously  in  for 
some  hard  negotiating  yet. 

However,  it  might  cheer  him  up  to  remember  what  J.  H. 
Shaw,  Associate  Professor  in  Town  Planning  at  the  University 
of  N.S.W.,  wrote  recently: — 

“The  selection  by  the  State  Government  of  one  of  the  many 
schemes  submitted  ...  is  a  great  step  in  the  development  of 
the  metropolis,  and  indeed,  of  the  nation. 

“This  project  .  .  .  will  be  the  largest  comprehensive  re¬ 
development  scheme  ever  undertaken  in  Australia  and  because 
of  its  unique  features  it  will  be  of  world  standard. 

“The  James  Wallace  submission  could  be  described  as  a 
good,  honest  scheme  .  .  .  The  Premier’s  challenge  to  remould 
one  of  the  foreshore  approaches  to  the  First  City  of  Australia 
has  been  well  met.” 

And  this  Club  is  indeed  proud  that  one  of  our  members 
is  playing  so  important  a  part  in  this  remoulding.
